A WORD FOR GUERNSEYS. 


Dairy Breed That Has Proved its Abil- 
ity as a Butter Producer. 

Discussing the merits of the various 
breeds of dairy cattle, the Kansas 
Warmer says: 

Perhaps the most numerous of the | 
dairy breeds of cattle now in this stute 
is the Jersey, althongh the Holstein ts 
a close second. Other breeds are more 
or less rare. The Jersey has been 
called the city man's cow because of 
the fact that she gives very rich milk | 
and a small quantity when compared 
with the Holstein. ‘Tbe Holstein Is | 
the farmer's cow because of the very | 
large yield which furnishes a fair | 
amount of butter fat and a large 
amount of milk for pigs. She is alse 
a desirable animal for supplying the 
milk route. 

The Jersey is rather a small and 
dainty feeder, while the Holstein is a 
gross feeder, capable of assimilating | 
large quantities of grain and forage 
These are the two extremes among the 
more popular of the dairy breeds of 
cattle, and a desire bas been felt on | 
the part of many farmers and dairy 
men for an animal which will produce | 
the rich milk of the Jersey with the 
larger quantity of the Holstein. Such 
an animal bas not been found, but it ts 
approached in the Guernsey. 

The Guernsey bad Its origin in the 
Island of that name In the British 
channel. Together with the Jersey 
both breeds were formerly called Al | 
derneys, and it was not until about 
1873 that the Guernsey was recognized 
as a distinct breed in this country 
Even now they are sometimes called | 
the big Jerseys. 
the Guernsey bad their origin fn the 
Normandy cattle brought from France 
to the channel island. The bietory and 
breeding are practically both the same 
so far as origin and methods are con 
cerned. Each breed being confined to 
an island and all other breeds reli

Guernsey cattle are noted for the 
rich color of the milk produced. An 
admirer of the breed says that the 
Guernsey cow does not stand for | 
beauty, but for profit. What breed- 
ers are most concerned in is to con- 
serve and to improve that enviable 


quallty possessed by the Guernsey 
cow of producing milk that is not 


only rich, but which shows a rich, 
creamy color from which the high- 
est quality of butter can be 
churned.

udder, This ie thonght to be a gond 
indication of capacity to produce but 
ter fat and is one of the points exam 
ined by buyers of this breed of cattle

And for 
many years these swords, which had 
not been beaten into plowsbares after 
the Scriptural prophecy, but whteb had 
become the symbols of peace neverthe 
less, hung upon the wall of a great 
American historian whose father was 
the son of the American commander 
and whose wife was the granddaugh- 
ter of the British captatn. 

It was to these weapons that Thack- 
eray referred tp the very first para- 
graph of his novel “The Virginians,"* 
which reads thus: 

“On the library wall of one of the 
most famons writers of America there 
hang two crossed swords, which his 
relatives wore tn the great War of In- 
dependence. The one sword was gal- 
lantly drawn Ip the service of the 
king, and the other was the weapon of 
the brave and honored republican sol- 
dier. The possessor of the harmless 
trophy has earved for himself a name 
alike honored in his ancestors’ country 
and bis own, where genius such as his 
has always 1 peaceful welcome.” 

William Hickling Prescott, author of 
“The Conquest of Mexico,” “Merdinand 
and Isabella.” and other fascinating 
histories, the grandson tn his paternal 
Yine of Colonel William Prescott, who 
held the bill against the British grena- 
ders and gave the world the first taste 
of the valor of the Continentals and 
whose wife was the granddaughter of 
Captain John Linzee of the royal navy, 
avho commanded the sloop of war Fal- 
con during the battle, was the writer 
to whom Thackeray referred. 

The only son of Colonel Prescott of 
Bunker Hill, named for bis father, was 
born thirteen years before the battle 
was fought in Charlestown. This son 
was educated at Harvard, greduating 
with the class of 1783, Admitted to the 
bar in 1787, be became eminent tn his 
profession and accumulated a fortune, 
His wife was Catherine Green Hick- 
ling, the daughter of a Boston mer- 
chant who was afterward consul in the 
Azores. The future historian was thelr 
son. 

Captain John Linzee on that Apri 
day In 1775 was charged with the duty 
of cannonading the rebels and cover- 
{ng the passage of tbe British soldiers, 
The British ships of war were moored 
at various points in front of the 
Charlestown peninsula, 

Three years after the baitie, on Aug. 
8, 1778, the Falcon was sunk off 
Newport, l. 1. to prevent its capture 
by the French fleet under Admiral 
D'Estaing. 

This Captain Linzee’s daughter, Han- 
nah Linzee, became the wife of one 
of the leading merchants of Boston, 
Thomas ©, Amory, and it was the 
Gaughter of Thomas and Hannab 
Amory, Susan Amory, whom William 
Hi. Prescott marricd Thus the two 
swords came tpto the possession of one 
family. 

The bistorian had a degree of pride 
ip bis ancestry and liked to discourse 
upon occasion about these swords, Iv 
this respect ho resembled Sir Walter 
Scott. ‘The weapons used fo hang overs 
the recess of the great window in his 
Mbrary used commonly as a reception 
room, where they were the more con: 
apicuous because of the thousands of 
books, tho busts and the pictures by 
which they were surrounded. It was 
from the room of the scbolar Chat these 
ancestral memorials were remowed te 
the quarters of the historical society. 
That happened fn this wise: 

Tpon the death of the historian it 
was found that the thirteenth item in 
his will read thus: “The sword of 
Colonel William Prescott, worn by 
him {p the battle of Bunker HIN, 1 
give to the Massachuseits [Historical 
soclety as a curlosity suitable to be 
preserved among thelr collections, and 
tho sword which belonged to my 
wife's grandfather, Captain Linzee of 
the British royal navy, who command- 
ed one of the enemy's ships during the 
game battle, 1 give to my wife.” 

When William 01. Gardiner on April 
14, 1850, sent a letter to Robert ©. 


‘ Winthrop, president of the Historical 


society, formally conveying the Infor: 
mation that the swords were to be- 
come the property of the Institution 
he said as to the Linzee sword, “Mra 
Prescott and the other hetrs of Cap- 
tain Linzee unite tp requesting me to 
present at the same time tn their be 
half the sword of thelr ancestor alse, 
that the two, enriched by all the mem: 
ories which now belong to them, may 
elill hang together on its walls.”
